She knows 
all about the tax laws. Typed this 
tax expert: “Y our comm ents on 
the w ithholding tax m ade good 
eading, especially for those poor 
Citizens who a re against every­ 
thing anyw ay. All I have to say, 
Phat, is that you didn’t read the 
instructions carefully. Paragraph 
13 of circular W T says: 'A t the 
option of the em ployer, the tax 
to be w ithheld may be deter­ 
m ined either by use of the wage 
bracket w ithholding tablee or the 
application of th e prescribed p er­ 
centage rate to the am ount of 
wages in excess of w ithholding 
exemptions.' " The words ‘option’, 
‘either’ and ‘or’ were underlined.

O. K.— “The em ployer 
does th e figuring, my friend,” the 
letter continued. ‘He does it in 
his spare time, betw een pinchhit- 
ting for the dishw asher, fighting 
for m eat, bribing his rem aining 
few employees and keeping track 
of his bank balance. If he tried to 
figure each paycheck by the per­ 
centage method when he finish­ 
ed he w ouldn’t have any business 
at all, because it would all have 
w alked out the front door while 
he w as trying to save an em ­ 
ployee forty cents . . . the em ­ 
ployees won’t lose that extra buck 
because it will be credited against 
their 1943 incom e tax anyway. 
They are only paying on their in ­ 
come tax as they earn it, instead 
of next year w hen perhaps they 
won’t have a dim e.”

Important Changes 


In Point Values in 


Effect on Sunday 


In its new official table of point 
values for precessed foods effec­ 
tive Ju ly 4 and reelased today, 
the OPA m akes 17 changes in 
point values, 12 up and 5 down. 
In addition, value of sm all sizes, 
seven to ten-ounce, cans of vege­ 
tables and fruit juices, is reduced 
from two points to one because 
the item s have been “slow sell­ 
ers". The cut applies to all ration­ 
ed juices except pineapple juice. 
At the same tim e, w ith beef for 
civilians in July expected to be 
scarcest since 
rationing began, 
point values for beef w ill go up 
one point on Ju ly 4. 
MANY UP SHARPLY 
Reductions in blue stam p val­ 
ues are confined to the group 
“canned and bottled vegetables". 
Advances in blue stam p values ef­ 
fect seen vegetable item s and 
five fru it items. 
The point values w ere changed 
to even up tne m ovem ent of pro­ 
cessed foods! Those going too rap ­ 
idly have been upped sharply, the 
slow sellers are down. 
Tomato catsup and chili sauce, 
which have ween m oving too rap ­ 
idly, alm ost depleting stocks, are 
up sharply. 
BEEF CUTS UP 
The new point value for beef 
will place most preferred cuts at 
from 9 to 13 points per pound. 
C anned fish item s are up four 
points per pound. 
Reduction in red stam p values 
are confined largely to fats, oils 
and dairy products. M argerine 
and lard are dow n a point to four 
points and group II and III cheese 
are down. 
Only reduction in m eat points 
are for three pork cuts.

In Two Measures 


Ordinance No. 137, adopted by 
city council on A pril 21, in ef­ 
fect on May 21, m ay be out on 
July 21. 
The controversial m e a s u r e , 
subject to more debate than any 
law on the city’s books in recent 
m onths, was under further fire 
last 
W ednesday 
evening when 
city council met, and two m eas­ 
ures, one am ending it and the 
other an outright repeal, were in­ 
troduced. Both will come up for 
action on July 21. 


WALK WASHING BILL 


O rdinance No. 137 is the bill 
which prohibits cleaning of side­ 
walks w ith w ater under presure 
or in such a m anner that w ater 
runs into the streets and accum­ 
ulates. 
At last W e d n e s d a y night’s 
m eeting City A ttorney Roy W. 
Colegate read an o r d i n a n c e 
am ending No. 137 and repealing 
portions of it. The ordinance in­ 
c o r p o r a t e d recom mendations 
made to city council tw o weeks 
ago by Councilman F ran k Cutler. 


REPEALER INTRODUCED 


Councilm an Philip Boyd, after 
considerable debate had ensued 
over the C utler m easure, then in­ 
troduced a brief ordinance pro­ 
viding for outright repeal of the 
w alk-w ashing ban. 
A split vote on both measures 
is indicated. 
The C utler am endm ents soften 
the original ordinance. They limit 
the hours of washing w alks to be­ 
tw een 7 and 8 a. m., prohibit the 
use of more w ater than is neces­ 
sary to dislodge dirt, debris and 
adhering m atter, provide for pro­ 
tection of pedestrians and auto­ 
mobiles from careless spattering 
by 
w alk-w ashers and 
prohibit 
flushing 
of 
walks 
for 
periods 
designated by the street d epart­ 
m ent for repairs, 


SOME BANS REMAIN 


Provisions of the present law 
against allowing irrigation w ater 
to run into the streets, the ban on 
washing autom ibilees in such a 
m anner that w ater accum ulates in 
gutters and other practices which 
fill the gutters w ith w ater, are 
retained in the new measure. 
Following the reading of the 
am endm ents, Councilman Cutler 
asked his fellow board mem bers 
to go on record on the m atter. 
M ayor Shannon 
declared 
he 
was opposed to repeal o r changes 
saying that he represented m er­ 
chants at the lower end of Palm 
Canyon drive as well as at the 
upper end and that the practice of 
flushing walks formed a lake ip 
the 
lower end of the Village 
which was a menace to health 
and an inconvenience to traffic.

One hundred and sixty-seven years ago, a little 
band of early Americans, with high ideals and 
high courage, signed a covenant together—a cove­ 
nant of freedom, which they pledged each other 
to defend with “our lives, our fortunes and our 
sacred honor.” 
That covenant, born in travail, defended in 
blood, has become our birthright—our Declaration 
of Independence. It has been handed down to us, 
from one generation to the next, as our priceless 
heritage. And we are fighting today, as we did in 
1776, to protect it—with “our lives, our fortunes 
and our sacred* honor.” 
American boys, as this is written, are dying on 
far distant battlefields in defense of this covenant 
of freedom. And thousands of others will die heroi­ 
cally defending it during the months which stretch 
ahead.

And today, in en­ 
slaved nations, men are waiting for the hour of 
liberation — ready to give their lives in revolt 
againstt those who have trampled on this code of 
free men; ready to strike a new blow for freedom. 
Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness— 
these are rights men must have, if we are to escape 
a complete blackout of civilization. These are the 
rights we are defending.

T his certificate is know n as 
1 form W-4 and is to be retained 
in the em ployer's files. 


The im portant part of the act at 
this time, it was said, is the w ith­ 
holding feature on payroll. Al­ 
though the tax becomes effective 
today, July 1, if a payroll period 
begins prior to Ju ly 1, the w ith­ 
holding of 20 percent will not be­ 
com e effective until the beginning 
o f the next payroll period. That is 
covering a payroll period, start­ 
ing June 28 and ending Ju!y 3. the 
w ithholding will be on the Vic­ 
tory tax basis as has been done 
during the past six m onths and j GET NEW POST CAR 
th e 20 percent w ithholding period 
w ill commence July 5. 
The act deals prim arily with its 
effect on taxes w ithheld and paid 
during 1943 and subsequent years 
an d the m ain purpose is to p!ace 
a ll individual income taxes on a 
pay-as-you-go basis.
